In th eir statem en t and accompany- 
lug m em oranda the o p e ra to rs’ com m it­ 
tee indicated a disinclination to meet 
again with the m in ers’ rep resen tativ es 
until a fte r the latter had endeavored 
to procure ratification of the pending 
settlem* ut agreem ent. 
Objection to the agreem ent, which 
had been approved by P resid en t John 
P. W hite of the U nited Mine W orkers 
of A m erica, was h asid on the tenure 
of the contract period, which w as for 
four years; tho abolition of the slid­ 
ing scale and failure to recognize the 
union to the extent dem anded.

T o d eterm in e thl- question was th e 
principal o bject ot the sen ator's visit 
h are and he had before him in private 
hearing Jo hn Hottomly, vice president 
of the A m erican M arconi com pany; E. 
J. Dunn, the New York m e rch an t who 
testified in W ashington that he had 
been informed by the son of a W estern 
U nion o p erato r th a t a m essage had 
been received in New York on Mon­ 
day m orning telling of the T itan ic’* 
fate, and th e o p erato r himself, who 
retu rn ed to th e city, Mr. Sm ith said, 
ofter h aving been absen t since Sunday 
night. 
T h ese two w itnesses were disjcosed 
to be recalcitran t, the se n a to r said, 
and their ex am in atio n was very un 
satisfactory.

M essrs Gore and Suiioway re­ 
fused to sign the report, the form er on 
the ground that the sen ate was con­ 
ceding t*K> m uch and the latt* r be­ 
cause it does not concede enough. 
The increases grant I l k a m onth to 
soldiers sixty-six years old who served 
tw o years and a half anti $19 to those 
who served three years. 
T hose seven­ 
ty y ears old who served one and a 
half years get $21..*>0; two years $23, 
two nnd a half y ears $24; th ree years 
$25. 
T hose of seventy-five y< a rs who 
served one and a half y ears got $27. 
and two and a half years $3U.

adjournment before June 
15 
is not 
greatly 
prom ising. 
Only about 
six 
w eeks are left to execute this pro­ 
gram , 
In that tim e m uch im portant 
business is to be transacted. 
The L o rim er case is one of the m a t­ 
te rs th at will have to bt* disposed of. 
It will provoke a lot ot debate. 
The 
t©ports of th* special co m m ittee have 
not yet been subm itted. 
Republican 
leaders a d m it they cannot afford to 
allow this ease to go over until the 
next session, w ith a political cam paign 
Intervening. 
They say R oosevelt's victory in Illi­ 
nois prim arily was due to the Lorim er 
case, on w hich he m ade his cam paign, 
It already lias been ch arged on the 
fellate floor that th e re is a plan to put 
th e case over until th e next session 
This charg e alone is sufficient, the 
leaders say, to compel the se n a te to 
force the case to a settlem en t before 
th e ad journm ent of the present session 
or the R epublicans would suffer in the 
cam paign, especially in Illinois. 
Non** of the tariff bills as yet has 
been passed ami only one, the steel 
bill, has been given any im portant con­ 
sideration. 
T here is m uch yet to be 
said on that m easure before a vote is 
taken. 
Most of th** im p o rtan t appro 
priation bills have not been brought 
to the senate. 
Som e of them have not 
even been reported in the house.

M ay 3.— Testimony taken 
by Senator W illiam Alden Smith of 
Michigan, chairm an of the senate com­ 
mittee investigating the Titanic dis­ 
aster, did not reveal any facts tending 
to confirm tile report that news of the 
Titanic disaster, which the W hite Star 
line made public on Monday evening, 
April 15. had reached New York early 
that morning. 
To determine this (pies!ion was the 
principal object of the senator's visit 
here and he had before him in private 
hearing John Bottomly, vice president 
of the Am erican Mar* oui company; E. 
J. Dunn, the New York merchant who 
testified in Washington that he had 
been informed by the son of a W estern 
Union operator that a message had 
been received in New York on Mon­ 
day morning telling of the T itan ic’s 
fate, and the operator himself, who 
returned to the city, Mr. Sm ith said, 
after having been absent since Sunday 
night. 
These two witnesses were disposed 
to he recalcitrant, the senator said, 
and their examination was very tin 
satisfactory. 
He declared he would 
call the operator again, w hen he hoped 
to obtain more definite information. 
Vice President Bottomly, according 
to

testimony, dis­ 
claimed all knowledge of any such 
news being received here at the time 
reported.

He denied he had in any way 
tried to influence Cottam and Bride, 
the wireless operators on the Carpa j 
thin, in regard to the sending and re 
ceipt of information until the vessel 
had 
passed 
quarantine, 
when, 
with 
Mr. M arconi’s consent, he had 
wireless permission to Bride to sell 
his story. 
Senator Sm ith said that ho expect­ 
ed to take the testimony of a man 
‘‘cognizant of the fact that members 
of the crew could not turn a certain 
bolt in one of the watertight compart­ 
ments, on 
which depended 
its effi­ 
ciency.’’ 
Senator Smith announced he had 
taken the sworn testimanv of Mrs. J. 
Stuart W hite of B riar Cliff, N. Y., who 
left the Titanic in the second or third 
boat which put out fr im the ship.

Demonstration work on the northern 
f a r m s will l*o startl'd by the d e p a rt­ 
m en t of agriculture this summer. This 
is the o u tg row th of the work started 
in the south by the late Dr. S. A. 
Knapp. 
Th*1 dem ons tration work now 
e m b races about 00,000 southern farms. 
T h e re has lieeii a persistent call for 
similar work in the north, an d tho d e ­ 
p a r t m e n t of agriculture has decided to 
work out a comprehensive plan for tho 
whole country. 
In a general way th e country will tie 
divided into five sections. 
These will 
lie the north Atlantic, the south A t­ 
lantic, the north central, th e south 
central and the western. 
T he se sec­ 
tions will be u nder a section superin­ 
t e n d e n t 
and 
an 
assistant, 
both 
of 
w hom will I*1 as high grade sclentitic 
fa r m e rs as the d e p a rt m e n t can pro ­ 
cure. 
The-*1 five main sections of the 
coun try will lie divided into districts, 
each covering more than one state.

an d agents, who will be state officials. 


S tates to Do th e W o r k . 


Many of tile st ates have already a r ­ 
ni nged to co-ofiernte with the federal 
g overn m ent in the demons tratio n work 
an d have made appropriations and a r ­ 
ranged for the counties to raise funds. 
Congress has lieen so much impressed 
by the outlook flint it approp riated

of water be made to serve a great deal 
more land, but much of the alkali trou­ 
ble can be obviated.
